As the year 1982 rapidly approaches 
its last quarter, it is surprising to realize 
that even with the decline in our eco- 
nomy there are many important numis- 
matic happenings that are occurring 
today which can make 1982 an out- 
standing year to the numismatist. 

To begin with, the government has 
decided to cease issuing “Suzie B” 
dollars and the JFK halves. They have 
also started minting zinc cents, Washing- 
ton Commemorative half dollars, and 
have made provisions for the issuance of 
an Olympic Games set. Each of these 
events, under normal conditions, would 
create quite a bit of activity in the mar- 
ket, but, by having all five in one year, 
they tend to negate one another. Per- 
haps we are too closely associated to 
these events to appreciate their import- 
ance and we will have to wait a few 
years until — when blessed with hind- 
sight — we can all look back and say 
how fortunate we were to have been 
there in 1982. 

With the decline in the actual coin 
market during the past year due to 


many factors, some collectors have been 
wondering whether they should con- 
tinue, and many part-time dealers have 
already left the hobby. The slumping 
coin market has brought about many 
changes, but to many it is a golden 
opportunity. 

Today, many coins, medals, tokens 
and paper money which had previously 
been unobtainable at an all-time high 
price, have now come down to a more 
realistic range, and are now within the 
financial grasp of the average collector. 

These conditions also bring out 
hoards of unusual items not previously 
available from dealers as they need a 
constant money flow. Now is the time 
to seriously start thinking of adding to 
your collection before the prices start to 
climb once again. It is also time for the 
numismatist to return to his chosen area 
and increase his knowledge and help 
others less fortunate.

One of the hardest things about be- 
ginning in this, or any other hobby, is to 
find someone to answer your questions. 
And boy, do you have a lot of them! 

If you are lucky, you will know some- 
one who has had some experience in the 
hobby and can use him as a ready 
source of information. If you do not 
have access to this type of information, 
you will have to rely on your Coin Shop 
Dealer to answer as many of your ques- 
tions as they possibly can. 

In either case, one of your first pur- 
chases should be a good reference book 
to take care of more detailed answers. 


First of all, you should understand 
that most Coin Dealers are not experts. 
Too often a Dealer is more interested in 
selling coins than learning about them. 

So, let’s get on with this genuine 
1894-P Silver Dollar. There was only 
one adverse and one reverse die for this 
year. First the obverse, the letters R & T 
in Liberty — note the die polishing 
marks. Reverse — between the Eagle’s 
tail and leg we have two (2) fine die 
polish marks that form an X. Also, 
there’s a small die scratch just above 
the talon (see illustration).

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BICENTENNIAL BONANZAS!!

As you will recall in the last issue 
of FUN-Topics (Summer, 1982), we 
took a look at a few Bicentennial errors, 
and it was emphasized that these offer 
an excellent growth potential due to the 
relatively short mintage involved (1 year 
on the 1¢, 5¢ and 10¢ and 2 years on 
the 25¢, 50¢ and $1). 

This part will conclude the Bicenten- 
nial error coverage with four coins that 
are both unusual and quite scarce. 

The first is a 1976 half dollar that 
was (1) struck about 15% off center as 
well as (2) indented at K-6, probably by 
a blank planchet. 

This unique error, quite rare on any 
quarter, half or dollar, and extremely 
desirable on a_ Bicentennial 50¢, 
occurred when this planchet failed to 
fall squarely in the collar and another 
blank landed partially atop it. In other 
words, two separate planchets were in- 
volved in this error.

When the obverse die descended, the 
design of that die was impressed on the 
area of this planchet not covered by the 
second (overlapping) blank, that second 
planchet being forced down into the 
underneath blank. This created the in- 
dented area on the coin, devoid of de- 
sign.

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center half showing the lower portion of 
JFK’s bust and the complete date; that 
coin being the planchet that was struck 
into this one. The reverse of that off- 
center will be “uniface,” meaning hav- 
ing no design because it was struck into 
a blank, not a struck coin. What a thrill 
it would be to have that coin to exhibit 
with this one, making a fantastic 
matched pair! Chances are that being 
off-center as much as it would have to 
have been (about 30%), it never left the 
mint, but was spotted and thrown back 
into the melt, as are all such inferior 
coins that are caught. (OUCH!!) 

Now let’s take a look at the reverse 


of this coin. ... 
Again, we see the off-center blank 


portion, this time at the K-5 position, 
and an “extended” area at the top, 
opposite the indented area on the ob- 
verse. This was formed when the second 
blank planchet, when forced down into 
this one from the other side, actually 
“squeezed” the metal outward from the

normal configuration of the planchet 
[remember, there was no collar to re- 
strain it] enough so that virtually all of 
the reverse die design was transferred to 
this coin. As was stated earlier, indents 
of this size are extremely difficult to 
find, especially on large denomination 
coins. 

The second and third errors are 
similar — both are on “Bi” halves and 
both are “‘strike-through” errors. In the 
following photo we see that the obverse 
was struck through at the date area.

FUN Board Meeting / from Page 20 
sent in a note stating that as of this date 


our total sum in the bank, Building and 
Life Membership Account, totaled 
$55,432.96. For tax purposes, a dis- 
cussion followed as to whether the 
account should be called Life Member- 
ship or Building Fund. 

First Vice-President Bill Shepard 
brought up the subject that in view of

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‘RARE U.S. COINS WANTED: 


U.S. Colonials through Rare Gold

born, because my Grandfather would 
come over to see me and he would 
bring me a 2x2 with a coin in it or he 
would put quarters in my piggy bank. 
So you might say that I was born with a 
silver dollar in my mouth. 

As I started growing up, I was given a 
mint set from a bank teller at the Bank 
of Clearwater as a birthday present. I 
then became interested in Proof and 
Mint Sets. At age 7 I would go into my 
Grandfather’s Coin Shop and look 
through his junk box for old Jefferson 
nickels or pennies.

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ANALYSIS OF THE “SILVER DOLLAR SLUMP” 


By RANDY CAMPBELL

One of the main topics of discussion 
on the coin show circuit in 1982 has 
been the coin market slump, in general, 
and the Silver Dollar Slump, in parti- 
cular. Dollar dealers who are used to a 
high volume business now report that 
sales are off anywhere from 60-90% 
from the levels of two years ago. One 
dealer complained, “It seems as though 
I can’t GIVE AWAY silver dollars in this 
market!” 

How did this come about? Will the 
Silver Dollar Slump continue through all 
of 1982? What are the prospects for 
1983 and 1984? These and other related 
questions will be answered as we ana- 
lyze the much-talked-about Silver Dollar 
Slump of 1982. 

A brief look back in history is neces- 
sary in order to obtain a proper perspec- 
tive of the current market. 

From January 1977 to May 1980, 
the U.S. coin market flourished as the 
largest price increases in history brought 
about an “explosion” in the rare coin 
industry. Who will ever forget the 
“Panic Buying Days” of January 1980? 

During this time period, MS-65 
Morgan Dollars scored phenomenal 
price increases. The following Teletype 
quotes will give you an idea of exactly 
what was transpiring, pricewise. 


Buying?

With silver dollars leading the way, 
the entire market enjoyed its biggest 
“boom” in history. Type coins, gold, 
virtually everything “‘went wild” as 
inflation-wary collectors and investors 
bought virtually every coin in sight. 

Beginning about March-April-May of 
1980, the first signs of weakness became 
apparent. Gold fell by over $300 an 
ounce. Silver, which had hit $50 in 
January, retreated to about $13 by the 
end of May. The Central States Coin 
Show was a “bomb.” Bills from major 
auctions came due (such as the Garrett 
Sale) and many dealers who had bid 
ridiculously high prices in the “fever” 
market now discovered that they didn’t 
have enough capital to pay their auction 
invoices. Wealthy investors stopped buy- 
ing the “‘high ticket items.”

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Setbacks on the legislative front 
(such as the Shannon Amendment and 
the various precious metals ordinances) 
also took their toll. Record interest 
rates for CD’s and money market notes 
drew investment cash out of the coin 
market. 

The Great Grading Controversy, 
caused by pandemic overgrading, collec- 
tor/investor ignorance (evidenced by a 
willingness to accept overgraded coins) 
and fueled by the inconsistencies at 
ANACS, caused many to shake their 
heads in disgust and leave the hobby. : 

From May 1980 through January 
1981, the coin market suffered through 
a major decline, as typified by the 
following “‘bid’’ levels.

Pessimism was rampant as almost 
everyone agreed that a _ full-blown 
“crash” was underway. And, indeed, the 
rest of 1981 brought further losses for 
most areas of the coin market. 

Yet, during the first phase of this de- 
cline, a strange thing happened to MS- 
65 Morgan prices. They went UP! As 
the coin market continued to “crash” 
through 1981, MS-65 dollar prices pro- 
ceeded to defy the trend and move to 
higher “‘bid’’ levels. 

Indeed, it is a testimony to the

breadth and strength of the dollar mar- 
ket that, while the rest of the coin 
market was dropping 50 to 75%, most 
MS-65 dollars were scoring significant 
gains! Increases of over 100% occurred 
for many common dates! 

The first six months of 1982 wit- 
nessed an even deeper, broader decline 
in the U.S. coin market as several scarce 
to rare type coins were selling for mas- 
sive discounts. Gem proof Morgan 
Dollars, which sold for as much as 
$15,000 to $18,000 during 1980, are 
now selling for as little as $3,000! Gem 
proof 3¢ nickels have fallen from 
$3,000 to about $700. Other areas of 
the market also have been hit with tre- 
mendous declines. 

It was just a matter of time before 
the MS-65 dollars, too, joined in the 
“crash.” (MS-60 and MS-63 dollars had 
already suffered huge losses.) The first 
signs of this occurred in 1981 when 
grading standards for MS-65 dollars be- 
came far more stringent. Coins that had 
traded dealer-to-dealer as full MS-65’s 
in 1979 and 1980 were now seen as 
MS-63’s. And coins that were regarded 
as superb gems in 1980 now trade at (or 
below) MS-65 levels. This 1981 shift in 
grading standards was not clearly ex- 
plained in most of the pricing guides (in- 
cluding the Coin Dealer Newsletter, 
which did not articulate this phenome- 
non until 1982), but it was a major fac- 
tor in the evolving dollar market. This 
gave rise to the commonly heard com- 
plaint that the MS-65 quotes on the

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““Greysheet” were really for superb gem 
MS-67 dollars. 

Still, by most appearances, dollar 
prices held up reasonably well through 
this year’s FUN Convention. Then, as 
the American economy floundered in a 
steep recession, the coin market slump 
took on historic proportions. Dollars, 
too, felt the pinch as many of the ex- 
pensive dates fell to lower levels. Com- 
mon dates, generally, levelled off. 

From a price point of view, many 
dates were long overdue for some 
downward corrections. The MS-65 
1879-0 and 1880-0, which traded at 
$20-$25 in 1977, had reached the 
$1,000 level — a FIFTY-FOLD IN- 
CREASE in just 5 years! Among the 
rare dates, the MS-65 1884-S, which was 
quoted at $900 in early 1977, reached 
new heights when dealer Tom Tkacz 
sold a gem for over $40,000! The 1886- 
0, which was “bid” at $185 in early 
1977, soared near the $8,000 mark as 
enthusiasm and buyers’ “frenzy” over- 
took reality! 

To recap, then, four factors contri- 
buted to the current slump in silver 
dollar prices. First, the “too far, too 
soon syndrome,” wherein MS-65 dollar 
prices rose to levels that were clearly be- 
yond reason during the 1977-81 period. 

Second, skyrocketing interest rates, 
which drew investors’ cash out of the 
coin market and into CD’s, money 
markets, and other similar investment

Third, the Great Grading Contro- 
versy, which nauseated some and in- 
furiated others. Collectors and investors 
who thought it was safe to buy MS-65 
silver dollars without FIRST knowing 
how to GRADE these same dollars, 
soon discovered that they were paying a 
severe penalty for their own lack of 
knowledge. The change in grading stand- 
ards in 1981 caused most dollars that 
had traded hands as MS-65’s (in 1979) 
to be redesignated as MS-63 coins under 
this newly adopted (by ANA) inter- 
mediate grade. In disgust, many collec- 
tors and investors simply “dropped out” 
of the silver dollar market. Demand 
dropped proportionately. 

Fourth — and perhaps most im- 
portantly — the overall coin market 
slump which began in March 1980, 
finally infiltrated into the MS-65 dollars. 
As one dealer told me, ‘“‘With MS-65 
type coins dropping over 50%, it’s a 
miracle that the MS-65 dollars held up 
as well as they did!” Worsening prob- 
lems with the U.S. economy helped drag 
the coin market down to even lower 
levels. 

Having traced the course of “the 
slump,” let us now turn our attention to 
the future. Specifically, what are the 
prospects for the dollar market from 
mid-1982 through 1984? 

Higher priced MS-65 Morgan dollars 
are headed for more difficult times 
given this background of a coin market 
depression. The last half of 1982 should

RULE NO. 7: 
Getting Your First Coins Graded 
The best way I know for you to 
check the grading of your “first pur- 
chase” coins is by going to a good coin 
show and asking competent dealers for 
their opinions. Granted, I don’t have a 
great deal of confidence in many coin 
dealers; I do believe, however, that if 
you show the same coins to enough 
legitimate dealers, there will be a rea- 
sonably consistent and accurate concen- 
sus among them. Let me emphasize — 
I’m not talking about just any dealers 
and, for that matter, not just any coin 
show. For the show, I recommend one 
sponsored by ANA or a state or large 
local Numismatic Association; failing 


that, select a show at which there will 
be at least forty dealers represented. 
The point is, you are just not likely to 
find enough dealers of the caliber you 
want at a ten-table show at the local 
VFW. So choose a quality show with 
some quality dealers. 

And, as you know, both Coin World 
and Numismatic News carry extensive 
listings of upcoming shows. 

Now, before the big day arrives, pre- 
pare a “grading chart” that you can use 
while you’re visiting with the dealers. 
Let’s assume you bought three Morgan 
dollars. Your chart should look some- 
thing like this:

The “squiggly” line running through 
the date is the result of a thread, pro- 
bably from a cleaning rag that is used 
to wipe away oil and grease from the 
Mint machinery, that had either fallen 
on the incoming planchet or become ad- 
hered to the obverse die. When this 
planchet was struck, the thread was im- 
pressed into the blank and eventually 
fell out, leaving the very interesting and 
obvious design on the coin. Remember 
that a strike-through may be of almost 
any material that gets between a plan- 
chet and the die . . . a scrap of metal, a 
bristle from a ‘“‘card file” (the wire 
brushes used to clean the dies, com- 
monly called a “staple’’), a large piece 
of rag, etc. There’s one very important

Just imagine for a moment that we 
have a time machine. A time machine 
that will allow us to travel back into the 
fourth dimension and witness history as 
it really happened. If only we could 
have such a marvel, we could answer 
hundreds of questions presently un- 
answered in the field of coin collecting. 
Most of those questions would be re- 
lated to history, since coins are, in a 
genuine sense, the ambassadors of world 
history and of the peoples of the world. 

Our first question could be: “Where 
was the first coin struck, and by 
whom?” Speculation to date has gener- 
ally attributed the first coin to Lydia, a 
small country located in ancient Asia 
Minor. No one knows the precise date 
of origin. It could have been anything 
from 1000 to 500 years B.C. Other non- 
Lydia possibilities exist. 

A popular speculation suggests that it 
was really the Chinese who struck the 
first coin. China is, indeed, an ancient 
land — a land which has been closed to 
Western man throughout most of its his- 
tory. It could even be that China issued 
coins within its borders for hundreds of 
years without our awareness. 

Another possibility concerns the 
legendary continent of Atlantis. If 
Atlantis truly existed, and did have an 
advanced civilization, it could have 
issued coins centuries before those attri- 
buted to Lydia. It would have taken 
very little for an advanced civilization to 
invent money. Atlantis just might be the 
birthplace of our world’s coins. 


GIVE US A TIME MACHINE 


With a time machine we could un- 
ravel other questions about coins as 
they relate to situations mentioned in 
the Bible. We could be there when the 
Pharisees asked Jesus, “Tell us therefore 
what dost thou think, is it lawful to give 
tribute to Caesar, or not?” We would 
hear Jesus reply to the question: “Why 
do you tempt me ye hypocrites? Show 
me the coin of the tribute.” 

We’d actually be able to see what 
coin it was that was handed to Him, 
ending the speculation of theologians 
and numismatists for the last twenty 
centuries. We could even listen to the 
conversation about the coin: ‘Whose 
image and inscription is this?’ The 
Pharisees reply: “‘Caesar’s.” Then, the 
mighty words: “Render therefore to 
Caésar the things that are Caesar’s and 
to God the things that are God’s.” 

We could witness one of America’s 
truly great coin designers at work . . . 
Benjamin Franklin. We’d see him pre- 
paring numerous sketches for his 
famous Fugio Cent. “Fugio” is a Latin 
word which means ‘“‘time flies.’ Frank- 
lin designed this beautiful U.S. coin. It 
was struck into circulation in 1787. 
Coin collectors often term this piece 
the “Franklin Cent” in tribute to its 
designer. 

With a time machine we could also 
witness the issuance of those many 
political tokens whic were struck in 
opposition to the great President of the 
United States, Andrew Jackson. Jack- 
son’s link with numismatics occurred 
largely in the 1830’s when he decided 


‘to overthrow the United States Bank. 


Tokens were struck by his opponents to 
show opposition to Jackson and his

policies. These satirical pieces show 
Jackson in uncomplimentary profile and 
carry inscriptions like: “‘One Jackson 
Dollar, Not Worth a Damn,” etc. 

Andrew Jackson has always been a 
controversial president of U.S. history. 
One thing his present-day supporters 
applaud is that he can be remembered as 
the president who brought the United 
States completely out of debt. That 
would be a difficult act for any recent 
20th century U.S. president to follow! 

A time machine would give us much 
more insight into the Old West, which 
was built largely on the discoveries of 
gold and silver. We'd see just how rough 
those cowboys really were. We’d know 
if they actually used silver dollars (cart- 
wheels) to practice their six-shooting. 
Hollywood often has portrayed them as 
crackshots who ruined many a cart- 
wheel. This may not be true. 

Incidentally, U.S. silver dollars were 
not the only coins to be called “cart- 
wheels.” The first coins so named were 
the English pence and twopence issues 
of 1797. These coins were issued in 
silver dollar (crown) size with about 
twice their normal weight. This was 
done especially to discourage counter- 
feiting. Buccaneers of the day dubbed 
them “cartwheels” because of their 
huge size and weight. These issues were 
also unique in that they were the first 
coins ever struck utilizing steam power. 
They are handsome coins and can be 
bought for about $20 each in very fine 
circulated condition. If you find one 
without the usual heavy rim dings, you 
have a genuine treasure. 
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Meanwhile, our time machine would 
allow us to view western outlaws as they 
probably were — rough, rugged, and 
often unkempt. We’d surely visit Tomb- 
stone, Arizona, and witness the Battle 
of the OK Corral. We’d want to see 
Butch Cassidy and the Sundance Kid 
when they signed some Montana 
National Bank notes into numismatic 
history. They stole these notes from a 
Great Northern Express train and found 
them unsigned by the issuing banks. So 
the only thing they could do to make 
them passable money was to forge the 
bank officers’ signatures. That they did! 

And just think, we could travel with 
Jesse James and his brother, Frank, as 
they challenged the banks and trains of 
middle America. We'd see the currency 
and coin they stole and spent. We’d 
mark their loot for historical reference 
for our museums of the future. 

Other events would be ours for the 
asking.We could take a trip to the 
Democratic Convention of 1896 in 
Chicago and see William Jennings Bryan. 
He has been called the “Silver-Tongued 
Orator” in recognition of his outstand- 
ing oratory skills and his strong support 
of the free-silver advocates. We’d hear 
the immortal words: “You shall not 
press down upon the brow of labor this 
crown of thorns: you shall not crucify 
mankind upon a cross of gold.” 

Bryan was the outstanding spokes- 
man of the free-silver interests. He drew 
strong opposition from gold supporters 
in many ways. Bryan’s image was placed 
on satirical tokens struck by gold advo- 
cates to mock him. Those scarce and 
valuable tokens are generally referred to 
as “Bryan Money” today. Had it not 
been for William Jennings Bryan, many 
silver dollars struck in the later part of 
the 19th century would never have seen 
the light of day. 

A time machine would permit us to 
check out other romantic aspects of 
those Hollywood films also. We’d look 
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into the world of pirates. Were those 
brigands truly in the mold of Douglas 
Fairbanks, Jr.? Or were they something 
entirely different? Chances are there 
would be more toil and bloodshed and 
less romance than portrayed on our 
silver screens. 

We'd see firsthand the much-feared 
Jolly Roger flying the mainmasts at high 
sea. There would be numerous pirates in 
search of Spanish Doubloons and Pieces 
of Eight wherever they could find them. 
If we checked out the treasure chests 
though, we’d probably not find all the 
coins filling them to be nice whole coins 
of gold and silver. No, mixed in the lots 
would surely be 1/8th parts of the 
Spanish Eight Reales pieces . . . called 
“bits.” In those times, there were 
numerous shortages of minor coins. 
And, since the Spanish Piece of Eight 
was the accepted trade coin of the 
world, it was used the world over to 
settle purchases in any port. Because 
there were so few minor coins, the prac- 
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tice was to cut the eight reales coins 
into 1/8ths (each being one bit) to use 
for small purchases and change. 

When the US. issued its 25¢ piece 
(25/100ths of a dollar) in 1797, it was 
quickly referred to as “2 bits” . . . since 
1/8th (1 bit) of a Spanish Crown was 
the equivalent of 12% 100ths of a 
Spanish Dollar . . . or 25/100ths being 
2 bits. Common expressions in the 
American English language have re- 
sulted, like: “Shave and a haircut, 6 bits 
...2 bits, 4 bits, 6 bits, a dollar, every- 
one from hometown stand up and 
holler, etc.”’ 

A time machine would make many, 
many other coin topics open for our in- 
vestigation. We could attempt to find 
out once and for all what really lies at 
the bottom of the famous Oak Island 
Money Pit. Pirates stashed something 
there more than 200 years ago which 
numerous adventurers have attempted 
to dig up to no avail. 


It seems the pit is fortified in numer-

If you want to take advantage of 
these gold prices, what could be more 
desirable than owning a few (or a few 
hundred!) ‘‘Credit Suisse’’ gold bars?

GEORGE WASHINGTON 
COMMEMORATIVE HALF DOLLAR 


(see cover) 


Director of the Mint, Donna Pope, 
announced that the ordering period for 
the 90% silver George Washington 
Commemorative Half Dollar will begin 
July 6, 1982. The silver PROOF half 
dollars, which sell for $10.50 each, will 
be produced by the San Francisco Assay 
Office and have an “S” mint mark. The 
Denver Mint will produce the silver UN- 
CIRCULATED half dollar which will 
sell for $8.50 each and have a ““D”’ mint 
mark. 

Striking ceremonies were held July 1 
for both the Proof and Uncirculated 
Commemorative Half Dollars. Visiting 
dignitaries joined Mrs. Pope in Denver 
and in San Francisco to honor our 
nation’s first President with the cere- 
monial striking of this commemorative 
coin. 

The half dollar, in commemoration 
of the 250th anniversary of George 
Washington’s birth, was designed by 
Elizabeth Jones, Chief Sculptor and En- 
graver of the United States. 

This coin represents the first time 
since 1954 that there has been a com- 
memorative half dollar and the first 
time since 1964 that a 90% silver coin 
has been produced by the U.S. Mint. 

The obverse of the half dollar fea- 
tures an equestrian figure of George 


Washington. The central obverse motif 
is encircled by the inscriptions George 
Washington / 250th Anniversary of 
Birth, 1982. The legend LIBERTY and 
artist’s initials, EJ, appear to the left of 
the figure. 

The eastern facade of Mount Vernon, 
Washington’s home on the Potomac, is 
depicted on the reverse of the coin. 
Below the building rests the heraldic 
eagle bearing the banner, “E Pluribus 
Unum.” The sutrounding inscriptions 
read, United States of America / Half 
Dollar, and above the building, In God 
We Trust. 

There is a limitation of 25 coins per 
order; however, there is no limit to the 
number of orders that a customer may 
send. The Mint reserves the right to re- 
duce or cancel orders. If an order can- 
not be honored, a refund will be made. 
Orders cannot be cancelled by the cus- 
tomer. Customers are asked not to com- 
bine orders for Proof coins with those 
for Uncirculated coins, as these orders 
are processed separately. The George 
Washington coins will be produced and 
mailed through late 1982 and early 
1983. Customers should allow several 
months for delivery of their orders.

STRIKE-THROUGH ON 
BICENTENNIAL HALF REVERSE 


Strike-throughs (or any other error 
for that matter) on Proof coins are very 
difficult to find and are eagerly collec- 
ted. These coins, struck expressly for 
collectors, are produced with hand- 
operated presses at a much slower rate 
than the automatic machinery that 
spews out the business strikes for every- 
day use, and they are (theoretically) 
subject to much closer inspection within 
the Mint to insure quality. Any errors 
that escape then, represent an infinitely 


DIVERSIFIED 
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small percentage of those produced on 
Proof coinage. 

The final Bicentennial error is a 
curved clip on an Ike Dollar. An added 
bonus is that it happens to be the scarce 
Type 1 reverse, with the heavier 
lettering.

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longtime west coast error dealer, pro- 
vides a pricing guide for these, as well as 
many other types of errors, in each issue 
of ETCM (P.O. Box 158, Oceanside, NY 
11572). Although higher prices are 
quoted for all Bicentennial year (1976) 
denominations, I feel only the design 
change coins, the 25¢, 50¢ and $1, 
should command a premium. The 1¢, 5¢ 
and 10¢ 1976 errors are, in my opinion, 
merely normal design coins and should 
be priced in concert with other coins of 
the same type. The only possible excep- 
tion might be a modest premium be- 
cause some collectors may want to com- 
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plete a Bicentennial Year Set of one 
particular type of error (an off-center 
1976 1¢ through $1, for example).

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THE JEW WITH THE BLUE MAX

Here with art is the story of a forgotten 
ce of World War I, a classic victim of Nazi history revision until Nowarra’s research brought back 
he facts. D.A. 


INTRODUCTION: In Germany during 
1938, a book was published concerning 
the lives of German Aces who had been 
awarded the Pour le Merite, nicknamed 
the ‘“‘Blue Max.’’ On page 544 of this 
book is a table of contents in which is 
listed the name ‘‘Frankl +,’’ but no in- 
formation as to where to find a descrip- 
tion of his life, as is the case with all the 
other Aces. Research into earlier pub- 
lications reveals the cause of this silence 
— Frankl was a Jew. And, since the 
1938 book was published during Hit- 
ler’s regime, all information on Frankl, 
who was not only an Ace, but an Old 
Eagle, was suppressed. The author, long 
intrigued by Frankl, devoted many 
years in an effort to lift the curtain 
which covered the life history of this 
man. I met with little success until a 
photo album which had belonged to the 
widow of one of Frankl’s comrades 
found its way to me. Another source 
)was a set of World War One war bulle- 
tins. So now, after long investigation, it 
is possible to reconstruct the history of ae aD ale 
a truly heroic life. H. J. Nowarra WILHELM FRANKL 
Berlin, March 1967 1893-1917 


On 
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Wilhelm Frankl was born on Decem- 


ber 20th, 1893. He was the son of a 
Jewish businessman who resided in 
Hamburg, Germany. Frankl’s family 
later moved to Frankfort/Main, as he 
attended the Real-school there. There- 
after, he moved with his mother to 
Berlin-Charlttenburg. After school, he 
became interested in aviation, which at 
this time was capturing the interest of 
the entire German public. In 1912, the 
so-called ‘‘National-Flugspende’’ was 
founded, sponsored by Prince Heinrich, 
brother of the Kaiser. Prince Heinrich 
collected money to develop successful 
and reliable aircraft. 

By 1912, seven million marks had 
been collected. What this meant was 
conclusively proven prior to the out- 
break of World War One. At the begin- 
ning of 1913, Germany held only three 
international records. These were for 
carrying several passengers on endurance 
flights. By the beginning of World War 
One, ALL international records, with 
the exception of maximum speed, were 
in German hands. 

The enthusiasm for flying had also 
captured the imagination of young Wil- 
helm Frankl. He went to Johannisthal, 
the famous German pre-war aviation 
center, and became a flight student of 
Germany’s first female pilot, the charm- 
ing Melly Beese. He learned to fly very 
soon, and by August 20, 1913, he ob- 


tained pilot’s license number 490. 
Considering the fact that only 817 civil 
pilots’ licenses were issued until July 
15, 1914, it may be appreciated that 
Frankl had, indeed, an early number. 

During his pre-war flying activities, 
he made the acquaintance of another 
young airman and engineer, Walter 
Hohndorf, who was the first German 
aerobatic flyer. These young airmen 
were to meet again, two years later, 
among the first dozen German fighter 
Aces. 

When the 1914 mobilization 
occurred, Wilhelm Frankl did not hesi- 
tate to volunteer. As a pilot, he immedi- 
ately joined Feldflieger-Abteilung 40. 

Frankl flew Albatros and LVG bi- 
planes without armament at first. Later, 
in the spring of 1915, he obtained one 
of the first planes armed with one ma- 
chine gun for the observer. Frankl’s un- 
pretentious and complaisant attitude, 
coupled with his excellent flying ability, 
soon won the affection of his superiors. 

A full chapter of Hptm. von 
Koerber’s 1917 book is devoted to 
Frankl. In it Koerber says: “Never had I 
seen such a passionate pilot. It was 
often just alarming when, in bad April 
weather and storms over the North Sea, 
and in furious fire of the anti-aircraft 
guns, he was underway for an extra- 
ordinary long time, making his feared 
visits to all the important places of the 
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enemy front and back areas, such as 
Nieuport, Ypres, Dunkirk, and numer- 
ous railroad stations, military camps and 
depots.” Frankl also did outstanding 
work as an artillery-spotter, directing 
the fire of the German long-range guns. 

In late 1915, the French brought a 
dangerous weapon into service, the 
Voisin Avion-canon, which carried a 4 
cm gun as its main weapon. On January 
10th, 1916, Frankl decided to try to 
shoot down one of these heavily armed 
aircraft. Over Dixmuiden he succeeded, 
_and forcing the machine down behind 
the German lines, in the vicinity of Dix- 
muiden. This was Frankl’s first victory 
in aerial combat. 

The captured Voisin was tested ex- 
tensively and later was exhibited to- 
gether with older captured enemy air- 
craft. This exhibition traveled through 
Germany and was visited by many 
people in the larger towns and cities. 
Three weeks after his first victory, 
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Frankl downed another Voisin, this one 
near Chaulnes, on February Ist, 1916. 

About this time, an important de- 
velopment was taking place in Wilhelm 
Frankl’s personal life. He had fallen in 
love! The object of his affection was the 
daughter of an active Austrian Navy 
officer who lived in Vienna. The girl was 
a Christian, and she wanted to convert 
Frankl to Christianity. After a long fight 
with himself over the matter, Frankl 
agreed. The couple were finally married 
early in 1917. 

Earlier, on May 4th, 1916, Frankl 
had scored his 4th victory, this time 
against a British aircraft. Shortly there- 
after, he was promoted to Lieutenant 
der Reserve. The battle at Verdun had 
become one of the most bloody and 
cruel conflicts in the world’s history, 
taking more and more human lives on 
both sides. Now, an awful blow would 
bring the German forces near to a total

eGordion III, who became emperor 
in 238 A.D. and reigned through 244 
A.D., met a similar fate when, during an 
invasion of Persia, his own troops re- 
beled and Gordion was deposed and 
murdered. 

e Philip I concluded a peace with the 
Persians and returned home to Rome to 
celebrate the 1000th anniversary of the 
founding of Rome.

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“THE WHITE MAN’S GRAVE” — SIERRA LEONE

The coins of “Lion Mountain’ have 
always been among the collecting 
world’s most popular. Its small series, 
commencing in 1791 and ending, for 
all practical purposes, in 1805, mirrors 
one of man’s most noble dreams — 
FREEDOM. 

A group of London’s philanthropists 
purchased the territory in the late 18th 
century for the idea of forming a colony 
for freed slaves. An English Court Judg- 
ment of 1772, guaranteeing that any 
slave who set foot upon its soil would 
be automatically set free, was the basis 
for this venture. 

The reasons for the colony were not 
all purely exalted; however, after our 
Declaration of Independence, many 
Royalists, predominantly from the 
South, fled to England; the results being 
that the impoverished “Virginia Gentle- 
men” could not keep as free men the 
slaves they had bought. 

Hordes of penniless blacks were 
thereby turned adrift in London. The 
Sierra Leone scheme was to remedy 
this scandalous situation. 

The first try at colonization occurred 
in 1787, but was entirely unsuccessful. 
A further attempt in 1791 was also a 
failure, even though an additional 1000 
or so freed Negroes from the United 
States arrived to lend support. With 
these failures, the dream of a com- 
pletely self-supporting nation was 
abandoned and a charter for a Trading 
Company was granted in late 1791. 

Meanwhile, the local native ruler had 
sworn allegiance to the crown, so that 
Sierra Leone became a British Protector- 
ate. 

The initial coinage consisted of a 
Dollar, a Fifty-Cent Piece, Twenty 
Cents, Ten Cents, a Cent and, oddly 


; enough, a Penny. 


Further, the Ten Cent and a One 
Cent piece were struck in 1796. Finally, 
a Ten-Cent piece was struck in 1805. 
These coins were all struck at the Soho 
Mint and were probably excellent grist 
for the propaganda mill of Home Coin- 
age Reform. 

Things went so poorly for the Asso- 
ciation that, on January 1, 1808, the 
colony came under direct control of the 
British Government. 

As usual, no provision for local coin- 
age was made by Parliament, and the 
need became acute. In 1822, the Gover- 
nor of the Colony applied for a supply 
of coins. Although the idea of sending 
ordinary British copper and silver to 
alleviate the shortage was bandied about, 
it was finally realized that these would 
be extremely difficult to negotiate be- 
cause the bulk of coins in circulation 
was Spanish. 

In one of its typically inscrutable 
acts, the British Treasury approved the 
issuance of Fifty Tons of Copper, One 
and Half Cent prepared Dies, Struck 
Five Tons, and then suspended coinage. 
Melting those which had been struck. 

A general coinage for the colonies 
followed in 1823, when, by Treasury 
order, five tons of 1/50th of a Dollar, 
3 tons 1/100th, and 2 tons 1/200th 
were to be struck. Again, dies were pre- 
pared and great numbers of the larger 
denominations were made. Again, the 
coins were not issued and were melted 
down at the end of 1825. The only 
known specimens occurred as Proofs. 
(124a & 124b in Charlton’s Standard 
Catalogues of Canadian Coins.) 

The final issue of coins specifically 
for Sierra Leone were the Three Half- 
penny Pieces of 1836 and 1838. 

It is numismatically unfortunate that

AEGINA COUNTERMARK TORTUROUS ENIGMA 


By CARLING GRESHAM, LM # 205 
(Submitted by Capt. V. L. Bigsby, FUN # 2817) 


Collecting countermarked coins is an 
exciting aspect of numismatics to some; 
collecting unattributed countermarked 
coins can be somewhat disappointing to 
others. The “batting average’”’ the collec- 
tor may expect to maintain in his total 
attributions of countermarked coins 
may run 6-7%; 10% would be an excep- 
tionally high rate, I feel. 

Collecting unattributed ancient coun- 
termarked coins can be downright frus- 
trating and frightening. There are, 
though, moments of enlightenment, of 
pleasure, or even the exhileration of dis- 
covery! Somewhere amidst these might 
lie the truth in this story; you must be 
the critic and final judge. 

We focus on a small coin, 22.7 by 
20.2 mm, 2.65 mm at the thickest point, 
weight 81.5 grains and with a specific 
gravity of 8.15, just about right for 
bronze. The piece has acquired a 
smooth, green patina and the reverse is 
now blank. The coin has two counter- 
marks, both of which effectively obliter- 
ate the obverse design, thereby preclud- 
ing accurate attribution of the coin. 

The lower countermark is a small owl 
in relief in a circular depression, 9 mm 
in diameter; the owl is facing three- 
quarters to the right. 

The upper countermark contains 
what is believed to be a turtle, or tor- 
toise, in relief in an oval depression, 7 
by 8 mm. The purported turtle is 
headed south (down), but chips are mis- 
sing from the metal and, on the illustra- 
tion, an outline has been superimposed. 

Where the two countermarks appear 
joined, the bulge of metal is to the 
south, indicating the upper counter- 
mark was applied last. 

There, then, is the description of the 
coin. Now it must be put into historical, 
geographical, and chronological frames. 


Aegina is a small island in the Saronic 
Gulf, in the southern area of Greece. 
Shaped much like a triangle, about 8 
miles on each side, it has a total area of 
about 35 square miles. It is quite rocky 
and hilly, making it difficult to grow 
foodstuffs on the island. The climate 
is pleasant and tourism is becoming a 
major source of income. 

The island is strategically located, 
commanding access to the upper reaches 
of the Saronic Gulf. About 25 centuries 
ago, it was a bustling, thriving commu- 
nity, a port visited by ships of all 
nations that plied the Mediterranean. 

The bulk of the business transacted 
on the island involved trade: ship- 
builders and owners, traders, brokers, 
and merchants. Aegina’s ships and 
sailors visited all parts of the known 
world. When the vessels returned home 
from foreign shores, they brought with 
them merchandise, new ideas, and coins. 

Coinage came, some historians say, 
from Argos, through Ionia into Greece 
and thence to Aegina; others maintain 
that Aegina was the first to develop 
coinage. Either way, it is known that in 
the first half of the 7th century, B.C., 
coins were used in Aegina. The com- 
mercially minded Aeginetans knew a 
good thing when they saw it, and were 
quick to adopt coins to their own use. 
The turtle and then the tortoise became 
the island’s coin trademark, destined to 
find its way to the distant corners of the 
world. 

The first coins of Aegina were of 
silver. Countermarks are known on 
these early silver pieces, usually attri- 
buted as banker’s marks, similar to 
Chinese chopmarks or Indian shroff- 
marks. 

Writing in Historia Numorum, A 
Manual of Greek Numismatics, Barclay 
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V. Head writes: “In B.C. 456, Aegina 
was made tributary to Athens; and in 
B.C. 431, the inhabitants were expelled 
en masse and the island was occupied by 
Athenian kleruchs. During this period of 
semi-independence, it would seem that 
no staters were issued. There are, how- 
ever, triobols which may be assigned to 
this time.” 


Turtle and owl countermarks come together 
on obverse of an Aegina bronze coin. It would 
appear the turtle was struck last, preceded at 
an earlier time by the owl. (Coin enlarged 1% 
times.) 


The expulsion of 80,000 natives of 
the island, with a blood-line dating back 
2,000 years, came as a shock to those 
expelled. From 431 to 404, the 27 years 
of exile, it is agreed by numismatists 
that no coins were struck on the island. 

Official treasures and private hoards 
of coins are believed to have fallen into 
the hands of the Athenian occupiers. 
Foreign coins were not strange to the 
Athenians, and exchange rates were 
established for each. 

Presumably, the colonists needed a 
negotiable ready hard cash. Too, the 
occupying troops would need and de- 
mand their pay, and this was the respon- 
sibility of their leader, the one on the 
scene. 

It is quite logical that the military 
governor decided to make all of his 
confiscated coins “legal tender,’ with 
the countermark of the Athenian owl. 
Now everyone would recognize this coin 
— our coin which introduced this 
article, as an official state issue of 
Athens. No doubt it circulated freely. 
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Owl counterstamp, enlarged and outlined in 
above photo, was first countermarked on the 
Aegina coin. 


In 404 B.C., the victorious Spartans, 
under General Lysander, returned the 
surviving Aeginetans to their island, 
though hardly anything was the same. 
The land, already poor when they were 
deported, now was impoverished; port 
facilities, warehouses — all improve- 
ments — were decaying. There were few 
resources to rebuild on with so few re- 
turning to their homeland. History re- 
cords that the Aeginetans never regained 
their former greatness. 

Little of value was left by the depart- 
ing Athenians; anything of gold or silver, 
including coins, was taken. Possibly 
there were too few bronze coins to 
worry about; besides, they were of little 
relative value. Among other things, the 
returning natives needed coins, too, 
even those bronze pieces with the little 
bird countermarks. 

It can be imagined that the leader of 
this small, destitute group, desperate for 
hard cash, decided to apply the once 
famous Aegenitan turtle in the form of 
another countermark over the disliked 
owl. Careless workmanship, though, 
didn’t conceal all the owls — some, like 
the one described in this tale, were 
spared such an indignity and survived 
with two countermarks. Anyway, the 
owner of the coin, who received it in 
trade, would know the piece was from 
Aegina and be willing to accept it. 

Now many numismatists a century 
ago were saying that no bronze coins 
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had been struck at Aegina prior to the 
return of the population in 404 B.C. If 
we still believed this, there would be no 
basis for this tale. 

But Colin M. Kraay wrote in “Main- 
land Greece and Asia Minor,” published 
in A Survey of Numismatic Research, 
1960-1965, Ancient Numismatics: 
“Interest here [Aegina] has centered on 
the discovery that the earliest tortoises, 
which had previously been regarded as 
fourth century issues, must be earlier 
than the expulsion of the Aeginetans in 
431. The evidence is drawn from an 
overstrike, from the contents of hoards, 
and from the results of metallic analysis. 
The actual date of the change of type 
remains uncertain, E. S. G. Robinson 
favoring 446 B.C., while Rago prefers 
456.”

In Hesperia, Robinson wrote: “In the 
first half of the fifth century, the cur- 
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rency circulating within the area of the 
League must still have been of a very 
heterogeneous nature, with a preponder- 
ance, steadily diminishing, of non- 
Athenian money. Of this non-Athenian 
money, a certain proportion will have 
originated outside the area, e.g. in lands 
subject to Persia, in Crete, Boeotia, etc., 
but the bulk must have been the pro- 
duce of local Mints and above all of 
Aegina.” 

Robinson adds, “Aegina is argued to 
have resumed about 448-446 B.C.” 

Samuel R. Milbank, in “The Coinage 
of Aegina,’ American Numismatic 
Society Numismatic Notes and Mono- 
graphs, No. 24, writes: “It may be 
noted that the sea-turtle used as a 
countermark occurs on a stater of 
Aegina, on several coins of Elis and ona 
[Persian] sigli.”’ 

The countermarked bronze coin dis- 
cussed and illustrated in this article has 
been examined by specialists in the 
British Museum and other ancient coin 
specialists. 

Questions can be asked of the coin: 
“Are you real, little coin? Is the tragedy 
of your life factual or mere fantasy? 
Can anyone deny your moment of glory 
as the first ‘official’ double counter- 
marked bronze coin in history?” 

Despite the answer, the coin has sti- 
mulated research and discussion, an 
ultimate example of the finest tradition 
of numismatics.

prices skyrocketing as they have in re- 
cent years, some people have wondered 
whether the bigger bucks might be com- 
ing back. 

Don’t count on it, says Peter Daly, 
former chief of the Office of Planning 
and Policy Development for the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing in Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

“In the old days,” says Daly, “the 
larger values of currency were used 
principally for interbank transfers, 
business payments, etc. With the advent 
of electronics, the larger notes fell into 
disuse, so in 1945 we stopped printing 
them. 

“Cash in this country is used princip- 
ally as a convenience — half of all cash 
transactions are still under $1. Once 
they get beyond items costing $15 to

.$20, people tend to move away from 


cash to credit cards and checks.” 

Daly says $4 billion in new currency 
is printed every year, 60% of which con- 
sists of $1 bills. The $2 bill is still doing 
badly. “We were hopeful of abating the 
strong demand for $1 bills,” Daly ex- 
plains, “but it hasn’t worked out that 
way.”” Similarly, the $1 Susan B. An- 
thony coin continues to languish. 
“They aren’t making them at the Mint 
any more,” says Daly, adding a bit wist- 
fully: “They have a large inventory on 
hand.” 

One sign of soaring inflation is the 
growing number of $100 bills in circula- 
tion. In 1971, they represented 25% of 
the total value of currency in use; 
today, the figure is up to 41%. As of last 
August, $52 billion worth of $100 bills 
was in circulation. 

Incidentally, just because the Trea- 
sury isn’t making anything larger than a 
C-note these days doesn’t mean that 
larger denominations no longer exist. 
On the contrary, they’re still around 
and, what’s more, are legal tender. 
Mostly they’re in the hands of dealers 
and collectors. 

Just in case you haven’t seen one in 
a while, the $500 bill has a picture of 
William McKinley; the $1000 bill, 
Grover Cleveland; the $5000 bill, James 
Madison; the $10,000 bill, Salmon P. 
Chase; the $100,000, Woodrow Wilson.

Think of the possibilities of a quick 

38% profit in dollar investments that 


are kept in Swiss francs. Since the mar- 


ket is “made” in Switzerland daily in 
Swiss francs (not in dollars) for all Swiss 
coins, what would happen if the Swiss 
franc went up to 67 cents from its pre- 
sent 48 cents (it’s been there before)?

large increase shortly.

Don’t demand 
specific dates, because it doesn’t matter. 
The important step to take is to take a 
position before the Swiss discover that 
we have discovered their secret and the 
supply really dries up.

bring more price declines for expensive 
dates, such as 1883-S, 1884-S, 1886-0, 
1893-CC, 1895-0, 1895-S, 1897-0, 
1903-S and 1904-S, among others. Cer- 
tain Redfield dates that were promoted 
to obscenely high levels also should 
suffer some downward pressure. This 
would include 1890-S, 1891-S, 1897-S, 
1898-S, 1900-S and 1902-S. Another 
Redfield date, the 1887-S, remains vir- 
tually unavailable in strict MS-65, so 
look for this date to continue to forge 
ahead in gem condition. 

Unlike the expensive dates, the com- 
mon date MS-65 Morgans should do rea- 
sonably well during the remainder of 
the year. Small losses in the 5% to 10% 
range are possible, but overall, the com- 
mon dates (which were only $7 to $10 
in 1977) should maintain nearly all of 
the gains they have registered in the last 
five years. A few dates, such as 1882-S, 
1885-P, 1886-P, 1887-P and 1902-0, 
along with 1878-CC, 1880-CC through 
1885-CC, 1889-P, 1890-P, 1890-CC, 
1891-CC and 1900-P, could actually 
score some PRICE INCREASES, even 
in the current depressed market. Thus, 
the common date MS-65’s will escape 
the current slump virtually unscathed. 

It’s even better news for the MS-65 
prooflike dollars. Indeed, if there has 
been any one area of the U.S. coin mar- 
ket which has defied the current down- 
turn, that area would be the prooflikes! 
True, grading standards have tightened 
in this area during the last two years. By 
today’s standards, it takes “a better 
coin’”’ to qualify for MS-65 prooflike 
than was the case in 1979 when proof- 
likes made their initial appearance on 
the weekly Coin Dealer Newsletter. 
However, those coins which unquestion- 
ably “make the grade” have continued 
to increase in value, even during the 
current slump. The only exceptions 
have been a handful of expensive dates, 
like the 1889-CC prooflike. Otherwise, 
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the prooflikes have continued to move 
to higher price levels, as I predicted in 
my special chapter on prooflike Mor- 
gans in the 1982 ‘Fight Inflation With 
Silver Dollars,” by Les and Sue Fox. 

In early 1979, the common date MS- 
65 prooflikes were trading in the $25 
range. By early 1981, when most of the 
coin market was doing poorly, the com- 
mon P-L’s had risen to the $175 mark. 
Currently, these same common dates are 
now selling for about $275-$350. 
Clearly, there has been no slump at all 
for the gem P-L’s. The only “slump” has 
been a slump in quantity and availa- 
bility. Unlike 1979, gem prooflike Mor- 
gan dollars — even common dates like 
1880-S — are virtually UNAVAILABLE, 
even at tne major coin shows! 

And so the outlook for the rest of 
1982 is mixed. More losses should occur 
for many of the expensive dates in MS- 
65. Common dates, generally, should 
hold their own and, in some cases, some 
small gains can be expected for the 
lower priced issues. Prooflikes will con- 
tinue to hold firm as demand for gem 
P-L’s shows no sign of abating. 

What about 1983 and 1984? No one 
can REALLY predict the future so, be 
forewarned that the following predic- 
tions are, at best, an educated guess or, 
at worst, a “shot in the dark.” But this 
is how | see it. 

First of all, the inflation dragon will 
once again rear its ugly head, breathing 
fire and burning everyone. It is my con- 
sidered judgment that the current level- 
ling-off of the consumer price index 
(CPI) is a passing phenomenon. There is 
NO CHANCE that petroleum prices will 
continue to decline as occurred during 
the first five months of this year. There 
is NO CHANCE that food prices will 
continue to drop. I will state cate- 
gorically that sometime during the 
summer or fall, we will return to a 
DOUBLE DIGIT RATE OF INFLA- 
TION! Worries about inflation will force 
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more investment money into the 
precious metals and into the coin 
market. 

The renewal of “inflation psycho- 
logy”’ will spill over into the coin mar- 
ket with predictable impact. By the end 
of 1984, those MS-60 and MS-63 com- 
mon date dollars which are trading in 
the $15 to $40 range, will move to sig- 
nificantly higher levels. 

Common date MS-65’s, after lan- 
guishing through most of 1981 and 
1982, will score yet another series of 
price increases. Certain common and 
semi-common dates, now trading in the 
$90 to $300 range, could rise by 50% or 
more by the end of 1984. 

The “big crash” in the expensive 
dates will come to an end with a few of 
the expensive issues scoring plus signs 
by the end of 1984. However, the com- 
mon dates will continue to out-perform 
the scarce dates in 1983-84. 


Common and semi-common MS-65 
prooflike dollars (dates like 1882-S and 
1885-P) will definitely reach the $500- 
$700 level, while ‘“‘wonder coin’ MS-67 
deep mirrors will reach price levels that 
no sane person could believe, given to- 
day’s depressed coin market. Believe it 
or not, MS-67 superb deep cameo 
1879-S and 1880-S prooflikes will trade 
hands at prices IN EXCESS of $2,000 
before the end of 1984! (The guys in 
the white coats are coming after me!) 

Gem proof Morgans, currently avail- 
able in the $3,000 range, should also do 
very well as more knowledge is dis- 
seminated to the collecting public about 
the characteristics and the rarity of 
some of these elusive devils. 

In this regard, it is difficult to under- 
estimate the impact of the soon-to-be- 
released updated An Analysis of Morgan 
and Peace Dollars, by Wayne Miller. 
This is, without a doubt, the most 
widely anticipated book in the history 
of the silver dollar market! Its impact is 
bound to be enormous, perhaps exceed- 
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ing the effect of the original volume re- 
leased in 1976. 

A whole new generation of “dollar 
nuts” will be created by this book. 
Veteran collectors and “fanatics” will 
be reinvigorated by its release. Dare I 
say it? A new wave of “Dollar Mania” 
will strike the hobby with a vengeance! 

No doubt all of this sounds improb- 
able to those of you trying to survive 
our recessionary economy and de- 
pressed coin market. You might believe 
that the next ‘“‘coin boom” is about as 
close as Alpha Centauri. But you are 
wrong. 

The next “coin boom’’ is on the way. 
It will begin before the end of 1984. 
However, it will differ from the panic 
buying days of January 1980 in that the 
loose grading and “buy everything”’ atti- 
tudes of those days will be replaced by a 
more knowledgeable and sophisticated 
collector/investor who picks and 
chooses his coins far more carefully. 

Very few of the 1979-80 investors 
actually knew how to grade coins 
properly. Virtually none had done in- 
tensive background reading and research 
into the coins they were about to buy. 
Purchases were made on “impulse” and 
“panic” rather than scholarship. But, 
slowly, this is changing. 

The publication of more books, the 
development and expansion of various 
educational seminars, the publication 
of some new, first rate advisory news- 
letters (such as those of Les Fox, 
Anthony Swiatek, and Bruce Ams- 
pacher) and the increasing emphasis on 
strict grading is bringing about a greater 
appreciation for gem B.U. and gem deep 
mirror prooflike dollars. “Wonder coins” 
will once again bring “wonder prices,” 
and this will occur much sooner than 
some might suspect; thanks, in part, to 
increasing numismatic knowledge. 

So where does this leave you? 
What’s the proper course of action to 
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follow during the current “down” 
market? 

First of all, DO YOUR HOME- 
WORK! Read as many books on dollars 
as you possibly can. 

Second, improve your grading skills 
by handling as many dollars as you 
possibly can before making your invest- 
ments. Attend the local coin club meet- 
ings and coin shows and /earn how to 
grade! Relying on ANACS or some- 
body else to do your work for you is 
an invitation to disaster! (Remember, 
if you buy an overgraded coin, don’t 
blame the dealer; don’t blame ANACS; 
don’t blame FUN or ANA! Blame 
YOURSELF, because you were the one 
who, lacking sufficient knowledge, 
bought coins from a position of ig- 
norance. But you don’t have to remain 
ignorant. So do yourself a favor and get 
that knowledge.) 
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Third, buy ONLY those dates you 
are familiar with and comfortable with. 
Just because you’ve made some sound 
investments in 1880-S and 1881-S 
dollars DOESN’T mean you are quali- 
fied to rush out and buy some “gem” 
1891-0 and 1894-0 dollars at “bargain” 
prices! 

Fourth, once you’ve gotten the basic 
knowledge, seek out those gem dollars 
for fun and profit. Take utmost advant- 
age of the current “Silver Dollar Slump.” 
If you really believe in the old adage 
“Buy low, sell high,’ then NOW is the 
time to get moving! 

Despite what you've heard about 
business failures and “blood dripping 
out of the ‘Greysheet’,” the fact is that 
the current slump will not last forever. 
So the big question remains: “When the 
‘hot’ market returns, will YOU be ready 
for it?” 

Good luck to all of you! 
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The Jew With the Blue Max / from P. 71 
breakdown. After an intense and 
lengthy barrage, the Battle of the 
Somme began on June 24th, 1916. The 
superiority of the French and British 
flying forces was so overwhelming that 
no German aircraft was able to fly 
higher than 3000 ft., and then only 
behind German lines. 

German losses on the ground and in 
the air increased daily. The out-num- 
bered Fokker pilots fought desperately 
against the new faster and better climb- 
ing enemy aircraft. It became necessary 
to strengthen the little Fokker fighter 
groups. All Fokker pilots were required, 
including the young new Lieutenant 
Frankl. 

Frankl was sent to Chateau Vaux, 
seat of the new Kampf-Einsitzer-Kom- 
mando Vaux, long-time home of F.FI. 
Abt. 23. Frankl probably scored his Sth 
victory with this unit, although the next 


war bulletin only mentions his 6th vic- 
tory, on August 4th, 1916, over Beau- 
metz. Six days later, Frankl again 
proved his ability by sending down two 
more enemy planes on August 10th, 
1916. Two days afterward he was 
awarded the famed Pour le Merite. 
Thus, a Jew had achieved the “Blue 
Max.” 

As a member of Jasta 4, a new 
fighter-plane team, Frankl scored vic- 
tories number 11 through 15. Official 
reports place the 14th victory on 
October 23rd, 1916 and the 15th vic- 
tory in January 1917. After October 28, 
1916, Frankl was top man of the Ger- 
man fighter pilots in total victory scores. 

At this time Frankl received appoint- 
ment as a test pilot, and tested the Fok- 
ker DI in Schwerin. Following this, he 
assumed a similar post at the Pfalz 
Works.

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Lt. Frankl, leader of Jasta 4, January 1917. He died Easter Sunday, 1917. 


The Jew With the Blue Max 


Upon his return to Jasta 4, which 
had been equipped with Alabros DII bi- 
planes as replacements for the obsolete 
Halberstadt DII’s, Frankl scored his 
15th victory on January 23rd, 1917. At 
this time none of the original old Aces 
of Jasta 4 were still in action. In Febru- 
ary 1917, Frankl became the acting 
commander of Jasta 4, which he led 
until his death. As leader of Jasta 4, he 
scored his 16th victory, but was once 
again transferred to the test command. 
Near the end of March 1917, Frankl re- 
turned to action, and on the 6th of 
April was at the peak of his flying career 
when he succeeded in downing three 
enemy aircraft during one day. Unfor- 
tunately, he met his demise two days 
later over Vitry-Sailly. By a strange 
twist of fate, the date was on Easter 
Sunday, April 1917. 

Today, the name Frankl is forgotten, 
not only in Germany, but also, pitifully, 
by the Jewish people, who probably 
cannot forgive that Frankl left his faith 


only for love. But we can be sure that 
Wilhelm Frankl, deep inside his heart, 
remained a Jew in spite of the fact that 
he felt German and fought for his 
fatherland, as did many other Jews. He 
was not the only Jewish member of the 
German Flying Corps, either. Only two 
other names may be mentioned on this 
occasion, and strangely enough, they 
both belonged to the same unit, Jagd- 
staffel 26. 

The leader of Jagdstaffel 26 was 
Bruno Loerzer, close friend of G@ring, 
later the Commander of Jagdgesch- 
wader 3, and during the time of the 
Third Reich, Generaloberst. Serving 
with Jasta 26 during the last months of 
1918 was a young Jewish pilot, Vice- 
Feldwebel Beckhardt. He was not a 
great Ace, but did score two or three 
victories. What is remarkable is the fact 
that he carried as personal markings on 
his aircraft (sometimes a Siemen DIII) 
a swastika!

There are a number of dealers who 
specialize in one or two coin types. If 
yours is such a coin, those are the 
dealers you want. Otherwise, look 
around and choose the largest dealers 
there who carry a substantial inventory 
of your coin. In either case, you should 
select as “‘judges’’ no less than 7 dealers. 

Once you’ve picked your “judges,” 
spend some time at each dealer’s display 
case. Take out your coins and compare 
them to those of the dealer in the same 
grade. Do his look less baggie and more 
lustrous, or do yours seem to be their 
equal? (If yours are clearly superior, 
you have likely selected a wrong dealer.) 
If he asks if he can show you something, 
say, “Thanks, I’m just looking right 
now.” When you’re through comparing, 
wait until the dealer is not busy and say 
something like: “I’m new at collecting 
and I would appreciate it very much if

GERMANY’S OLDEST PILOT 

The other Jewish member of Jasta 26 
was Jacob Wolf. He was an old man to 
be an active Jagdstaffel pilot. At the age 
of 42 he was probably the oldest fighter 
pilot in Germany. Wolf also scored some 
victories, and even after the war, he 
proved that he was a faithful comrade 
when his former Jasta leader came to 
him requesting help. As most of these 
officers did not like to work, Wolf made 
him chief of one of the many cigar 
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you would tell me how you would grade 
these coins I brought recently.” 

Chances are good that he will. He 
will be flattered that you asked and he’s 
always eager to get to know potential 
new customers. (If you bought ten 
coins, don’t ask him to look at them all; 
four is plenty. He has demands on his 
time and more to do than grade coins.) 

Now ask the dealer to look at each 
coin in terms of surface, strike, luster, 
and — if toned — color. If questions 
come to mind, ask them. Jot down your 
notes as he comments on each coin. 
When he’s finished, thank him, chat a 
bit, and go to the next dealer. 

When you have finished with all the 
dealers, go off by yourself and review 
your findings. I think you will find a 
surprisingly consistent pattern in what 
the dealers have told you. Not every 
time, I hasten to add, but almost every 
time.

shops which he owned. And Loerzer 
was later engaged to the daughter of the 
Jewish owner of a leading department 
store in Berlin. He also obtained money 
from these people. After 1933, Loerzer 
forgot all of his Jewish friends who had 
helped him, and also his friend Goring. 
How far this situation was carried is told 
at the beginning of this story. It was for- 
bidden to tell that the German Jews had 
done their duty for their fatherland, in 
the same manner as every other member 
of the German people. 


“MAUNDY” SET 
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THE TOPLESS QUARTER 
(from the Parade, August 1982) 


The U.S. Mint once issued a 25¢ coin 
that many people judged to be obscene. 
In 1916, the sculptor Hermon A. Mac- 
Neil was commissioned by the director 
of the mint to modernize the quarter. 
MacNeil’s design showed Liberty facing 
east, a shield in her left hand, and an 
olive branch in her right. Everyone at 
the mint was pleased with the new look, 
and the Liberty quarter was duly issued 
for public use. 

But the American public was not so 
receptive to the new coin. Many citizens 
felt that MacNeil had taken uncalled-for 
liberties with Miss Liberty: her right 
breast was completely exposed, as was 
an indecently large expanse of her right 
thigh. 


TOP DOLLARS 


PAID FOR: 


Thousands of letters poured into 
Washington, D.C. to protest the mone- 
tary lewdness. The outcry forced Con- 
gress in 1917 to authorize MacNeil to 
revise his design, though the lawmakers 
did not at any time directly address the 
issue of Miss Liberty’s undress. Rather, 
Congress asked for several minor design 
changes, which included altering the 
relief of the coins to make it easier to 
stack them in banks. MacNeil obliged, 
and at the same time he covered Miss 
Liberty’s breast and neck with chain 
mail and chastely draped her thigh. The 
no-longer-topless quarter remained in 
circulation, unprotested, until 1930.
